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Be it enacted by the Legisiative Assembly of the Territory of Minnesota :

Secrion 1. That there be cstablished at or near the village 1, mortion
of Hamilton, in the County of Fillmore or Mower, Minneso-
ta Territory, an institution by the name of the Brunson Semin-
ary, and that Chancy Hobart, Ezra Tucker, William Campfield,
A. A. Gale, Daniel L. Booth, Elijab Fate, James E. Scbring,
Boyd Phelps, and Thomas H. Armstrong, their associates and
successors in office, be, and they are hereby created a body
politic and corporate, to be styled the Trustees of the Brun-
Bon Seminary, and shall be trustees of said corporation for
the purposes of farther establishing, maintaining and con-
ducting an institotion of learning for the education of youth
of both sexcs; and by the aforesaid corporate name, to re-
main in perpetual succession with full power to sue and be
sued, to plead and be impleaded, to acquire, hold and convey
property, real, pergonal, and mixed, in all lawful waya; Pro-
vided, Always, that the annual income shall not exceed ity
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thousand dollars; to have and to ase a common seal, and to
alter the same at pleasure, to make and alter from time fo
time such by-laws a8 they may deem proper and necessary
for the government of said institution, 1ts officers and agents,
Provided, Such by-laws are not inconsistent with this act or
the Constitution and laws of the United States or of this Ter-
ritory, and also to have power to confer on such person or
persons as they may deem worthy, ali honora and degrees as
are ususlly conferred by the most learned institutions in the
United States.

Sec. 2. There shall at all times be nine trusteesof said
corporation, together with a board of visitors, to be composed
and appointed as bereinafter provided.

Skc. 3. No rcligions tenet shall be required of any per-
gon to entitle him or her to all the privileges of the institu-
tion, and no student shall be required to attend any religious
worship of any particular denomination except as specified
by the student, his parcnts or guardian.

Sec. 4. The said Seminary shall be located at the place
mentioned in the first section of this act, and shall be erected
on a plan sufficiently cxtensive to aflford ample facilities to
perfect the scholar as far as designed by said institation;
Provided, That at no time shall the trustcea be required to
exceed the means under their control as trustees.

Skc. 5. The board of trustees shall hold their first meet-
ing at Hamilton, aforesaid, within six months from and after
the passage of this act; Provided, That if & guorum (which
shall consist of five), shall fail to meet, the members prescnt
shall have the rightto organize and adjowrn io such time as
they may deem proper, to secure a quorum of the board,
who shall have the power to clect a President of the board,
two Vice I'residents, a Treasucer, Secretary; and such offi-
cers, when elected, shall constitute an executive committee,
and as such committee, shall have power to exccuie all busi-
ness of the corporation committed to them by the by-laws of
the institution.

Sec. 6. The Treasurer, before entering upon the duties of
his office, shall give bond in such penal sum as the trustecs
ghall direct, with such sureties as the board may approve,
conditioned for the fatthiul performance of his duties, and the
delivery up to his successor at the expiration of his time of
office, all funds and other property and papers in his posses-
sion belonging to said Eeminary, and all other officers and
agents shall give like bonds beforo entering upon the duties
of their office if required by the board of trustees.

Sec. 1. All suits agairst said corporation shall be by
summong, which shall be served by leaving an attested copy
of the same with the President or Treasurer, at their office
or usual place of doing business, at least twenty days before
the return day thereof,

Sec. 8. At the first legal meeting of the trustecs, they
shall be divided by lot into three classes of three each, which
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shall be numbered one, two and three; clasa number one
shall hold their office until the first annual meeting of the
trostees; clags number two shall hold their office until the
second annual meeting; class number three shall hold their
office until the third annual meeting, so that one-third of the
nambat of trustees shall be elected at each annual meeting.
The trustees at their firat mecting shall designate the time
and place of their first and future annual meetings, which
shall in no case be altercd except by a vote of two-thirds of
the trustees present, at any regular mecting of said board.

Src. 9. The trustees shall have authority to appoint and
employ all officers, teachers and agents for the said institu-
tion, and shall have power to displace any and all of them
ag the interests of the institution may require; to fill va-
cancics which may happen by death, resignation or otherwise
among snid officers, tecachers, or agents. All clections of
the Trustces, Pregident of the Seminary, Professors, Officers,
and agents, shall be by ballot.

Sec. 10.  This institution shall be under the patronage of
the Minncsota Anpual Conference of the h[et}n0£st Episcopal
Church, and the said conference shall annually at its annual
gession, fill all vacancics of the trustecs occasioned by the
llzrovisions of sections cight and twelve of this act, who shall

fully apply the funds that may come into their hands, accor-

tion or bequest be made for purposes which accord with the
